Alderman W. Jones. It will mark a 
further stage attained on the ladder to 
prosperity that the businessmen, traders 
and citizens of that city have set them- 
selves to mount. The people of Water- 
ford always have ‘en rrocressive and go-

ahead, particularly when other people 
were inclined to be pessimistic; but they 
found a couple of years ago that optimism, 
while being an excellent thing in itself, 
was not sufficient. The fact that they 
were so progressive, they discovered one 
day, was not known by the mst of the 
world, and so they decided to let the world 
know all about them. 

It was at the Chamber of Commerce that 
the idea was first proposed by the then 
President, Mr. J. V. A. Spencer. The 
Chamber took it up with enthusiasm, and 
soon enlisted the equally enthusiastic help 
of the Corporation and all the leading 
businessmen and traders of the city. It 
was in October, 1929, that Waterford’s 
first Trade and Industrial Exhibition was 
held. 


AN OUTSTANDING SUCCESS. 


From the moment that the then Mayor, 
Councillor Walsh, declared it open it was 
an outstanding success. During the four 
days that it was open more than 14,000 
people paid for admission, and a cohsider- 
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able profit was made by the Organising 
Committee 

Following that Exhibition, there was 
talk of holding a great national exhibition 
the next summer, but that was found to 
be out of the question, because there was 
no building in Waterford large enough to 
accommodate such a project. It was 
decided, however, to make the Trade and 
Industrial Exhibition an annual affair, 
and that the best time to hold it would 
be in the spring. 

Mr. J. V. A. Spencer is now the 
honorary secretary of the committee 
organising the present Exhibition, and it 
must be said for him that it is on his 
shoulders that most of the work falls. 
All available space in the City Hall has 
been given over to the Exhibition, and no 
fewer than forty-eight stalls will be erected 
in the trade and industrial section alone. 
Then there will be an extensive and 
interesting antiquities section, and a 
display by the students of the Technical 
Institute. 


ONE REGRET. 


The one regret of the promoters is that 
more space is not available; for, owing 
to the great demand, stalls have had to 
be cramped, having due regard to the con- 
venience of the public. Primarily intended 
as an Exhibition for the trades and 
industries of the city, its suctess has 
prompted outside firms and industries to 
apply for stall space; but, except in two 
cases, the committee were obliged regret- 
fully to refuse the applications. 

The industries of Waterford comprise 
bacon-curing, breweries, artificial manures, 
furniture-making, margarine and butter- 
making, jute-spinning, sack-making, boot 
manufacture, iron foundaries, organ- 
building, printing, paper-bag manufactur- 
ing, book-binding, saw-milling and wood- 
works, brick works, coachbuilding, cattle- 
foods, limestone sawing and dressing, 
milling and several other minor concerns. 
They are all thriving, and will be repre- 
sented at the Exhibition. ‘The various 
important trades in the city also will be 
seen, 

Mr. Spencer is very elated with the way 
things are shaping. ‘‘ The business men 
of the city,” he said, “ are throwing them- 
selves into the project wholeheartedly. All 
the essential materials for progress lie 
at our disposal in our own city, and it 
only remains for us to weld them into 
a successful whole. One of our aims in 
holding this Exhibition is to inculcate 
in our people a spirit of work and of a 
patriotism that will make them support 
home products and home trades. In con- 
nection with the Fxhibition we are hold- 
ing a slogan competition, for which 
substantial prizes are being offered. Al]

slogans advertising any trade or industry 
having a stall. These slogans will become 
the property of the Committee, and will 
be given free to each trade or industry 
for use in advertising.”’ 

This is a rather novel idea in connec- 
tion with an exhibition of the kind. There 
also will be a window-dressing competi- 
tion, divided into three classes, the first 


for Waterford goods only, the second for 
Irish goods, and the third for goods of 
any origin.

WATERFORD PORT’S 
SUCCESS. 
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It is now one and a half years ago since 


the first industrial exhibition was held in | 


Waterford, and the city has never looked 
back. Once upon a time Waterford had 
been one of the most thriving ports in 
Ireland, and her businessmen decided to 
restore their ancient city to her former 
prosperity. How well they have succeeded 
in the meantime has been shown by the 
fact that the trade of the port had a credit 
balance for the year 1930. ‘There were 
over 400,000 tons of merchandise and over 
200,000 animals exported and imported in 
1,362 ships that visited the port. There 
was, in addition, over £125,000 paid in 
wages during that year. 

All this has been done during a period 
which has been one of the most depressed 
in the history of the world, and the Irish 
Free State as a whoie has not altogether 
escaped from its effects. It-is a remark- 
able record, and one of which the city can 
be justly proud. The port is managed by 
an efficient body of Harbour Com- 
missioners, of which Mr. Austin Farrell 
is the secretary and yeneral manager. 

The port can now be truthfully termed 
a modern one in every sense. In recent 
‘years approximately £70,000 has been 
spent in improvements. It is just a year 
ago since the Sir Henry Ford Wharf was 
opened by President Cosgrave. Made ol 
concrete, this wharf is equipped with a 
twenty-ton elecfrie crane Within the 
last couple of years the harbour has been 
dredged at a cost of £23,000. Most of 
this money. was spent in dredging the 
Ford, which is a bar just outside the 
harbour, that was particularly dangerous 
because the bottom was of rock. Other 
shallow parts of the harbour’ have also 
Leen dredged, so that ships up to a draft 
of 31 feet can enter at high water, The 


big claim of the Commissioners, however, 


is that-all this has been done without 
uny outside aid or subsidy, and well 
within the revenue of the port 

Waterford is the natura) outlet and 
inlet for the counties of Waterford. 
Tipperary, Kilkenny, Carlow and portions 
of adjoining counties. 


Antiquities 
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SOME INTERESTING | 


OLD EXHIBITS. 
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NEW and interesting feature of the 
Exhibition will be the Antiquities 
Section, in which will be housed many 
historic docur ents and relics of old 
Waterford. ™ ecie will be seen an ancient 
stone mace ead which was found at 
Ballybeg by Mr. W. E. Jacob during some 
excavatiois «1 few vears ago, and has since 
been in the National Museum, Dublin. 
This mace head is said to be about 4,000 
years old, and from its shape and 
was, probably, used only on ceremonial 
occasions. 

There will be a silver penny, minted in 
Reginald’s Tower when it was a mint. 
between 1272 and 1377 mes 

The origin of the phrase “ pay on the 
nail ” will be shown by the original nail 
that used to stand on the Exchange on 
Waterford quay. It is a fairly big-affair, 
being several inches in diameter, and it 
was on this nail that bargains were 
clinched by one side or the other putting 
the money on the nail, 

Mounted on a stand will be an old 
“ Falconet ” gun, stated to have been 
used on a ship with -which Perkin War- 
beck, the Pretender, besieged Waterford. 
It was found at the bottom of the river 
about three hundred feet out from the 
quav by the old bucket dredger in 1905. 

There will also be some relics from the 
wreck of the transport Seahorse at 
Tramore in 1815, which foundered with a 
loss of over three hundred people as it 
was returning from the Battle of 
Waterlon. 

Old Waterford banknotes and leather 
money will also be exhihited, as well as 
a considerable number of historic 
documents. A large collection of en- 
gravings and photographs will be on view. 

On the civic side of this section there 
will be exhibited the Mayor's chain of 
office, the chain of office of the president 
of the Chamber of Commerce, and the 
three ancient maces of the city.

SERIES OF DELIGHTFUL 
| VIEWS. 


: a. —-- } -- -— ‘ 
(By W. E. JACOB.) 


It is not a misnomer to describe the Port 
of Waterford as the Gateway of Southern 
Ireland. With its magnificent harbour, 
served by efficient lines of steamers to and 
from British and Continental ports, and 
with six lines of railways converging on 
the city, with magnificent quays, deep- 
water wharfage, electrical cranes and grain 
elevator, the Port of Waterford is 
singularly well equipped, both as regards 
the vast. export trade of the Southern Free 
State, as well as for the import and dis- 
tribution of the products of other lands. 

I have approached the Irish coast by 
several of the principal routes, and without 
hesitation I should say, from the point of 
view of scenery, Waterford easily heads 
the list. From the time when the steamer 
rounds Hook Head, at the entrance to the 
harbour, a series of delightful views begin, 
in succession, to unroll. First, there is 
Dunmore village, in the west, with a 
wooded hill above, then Craedon Head, 
stretching far out across the harbour. 
Later, after passing the. long strand of 
Woodstown, the waterway narrows and 
rocky hills arise sharply at either side as 
the villages of Passage and Ballyhack, 
lying opposite one another across the 
water, are passed. Behind the latter 
village the ruins of an ancient castle are 
to be seen, and a little further on, as the 
vessel sweeps round the lofty promontory 
of Cheekpoinf, the meeting-place of the 
waters of the River Barrow with those of 
the River Suir, opens out to the right and 
the grand old ruined Abbey of Dunbrody 
is seen. The river above Cheekpoint 
becomes narrower, and the picturesque- 
ness of the scenery can be even better 
appreciated as green fields, woods, and 
comfortable residences are passed close at 
hand on either side. At length, around a 
bend in the river’s course, the City of 
Waterford comes imposingly into view, 
with its long line of quays, Cathedral and 
church spires, and the long modern bridge 
which here crosses the Suir.

of the river which we have now followed 
from the sea to the city. From this point 
onward its charming scenery can best be 
reached by motor over some of the excel- 
lent roads which are now to be met with 
everywhere in South-Eastern Ireland. 

After crossing Waterford Bridge the road 
follows the northern bank of the river, 
the high hill known as Mount Misery 
towering precipitously on the right. A 
little above the eity a charming piece of 
scenery comes into view where the road 
dips close to the water’s edge. With the 
fine ruin of Granneagh Castle, in the im- 
mediate foreground, the river behind it 
widens cut into the appearance of an 
extensive lake, the background being 
flanked with the long range of the 
Comeragh Mountains, with lesser hills 
between, and the isolated moun- 
tains of Slievenamon further to the 
right. Picturesque glimpses of the 
Comeraghs are to be seen as the road 
passes through the villages of Mooncoin, 
Fiddown and Piltown, and approaches the 
old town of Carrick, situated at the head 
of the tidal waters of the Suir. The 
river at Carrick is crossed by a modern 
iron bridge, and also by a very uncient 
stone one, composed of many arches. The 
old stone bridge makes a pretty picture 
when viewed from the newer structure, 
and forms an interesting link with the 
bygone centuries. 

River traffic is still maintained from 
Waterford to Carrick by motor barges. 
Until a few years ago cargo boats used to 
ply between Carrick and Clonmel, being 

auled upstream against the strong 


— requiring at times teams of a 
i 


dozen or more horses, but the competition 
of rail and road transport has brought the 
upstream traffic to an end. 

The scenery above Carrick becomes very 
fine indeed, the Comeragh Mountains seem- 
ing to pile one peak above another, while 
the play of light and shadow on the slopes 
of Shevenamon, which I have often ob- 
served along this stretch of road, is one of 
those pleasant memories that one never 
forgets. The village of Kilsheelan <s 
passed with pretty wooded landscape on 
the opposite side of the river, and a few 
miles further on the town of Clonmel is 
reached. Above Clonmel the river, which 
we have been following from the sea to 
this point, makes a long loop to the South, 
through Newcastle and Ardfinnan, before 
it reaches the town of Cahir, which, how- 
ever, is reached ten miles from Clonmel 
by a road which commands some most 
magnificent views of the Knockmealdown 
Mountains, with their many conical 
summits, providing a striking contrast to 
the more solid mass of the Comeraghs. 
Last of all, the Galtees come into view, 
with Cahir almost at their feet, and here, 
after travelling exactly forty miles by road 
from Waterford, we leave the glorious 
valley of the Suir. My advice to the 
traveller is to make from here through 
Clogheen to Lismore, right. over the 
Knockmealdowns by one of the grandest 
mountain roads in Ireland, “and so back 
through Dungarvan to Waterford, and to 
make that friendly old city @ centr from 
which to make further and equally de- 
lightful excursions to the many surround- 
ing beautiful spots which he has not yes 
visited. : 
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FRAIL AND LOVELY 
GEMS OF THE SEA. 


HEN Cleopatra toasted Antony in the 
famous draught of Menciver pearl, 
it is exceedingly unlikely that she 

ES thought, to the priceless jewel thus 

yed ry my its great value. Had she 
known that ‘gem was merely the result 
of a diseased condition of the oyster. she 
might not have been so eager to drain the 
potion, and her memory would have been 
sullied by one wanton act the less. This 
story merely serves to show the great esti 
mation in which the ancients held the pearl, 
and I shall point out later that it rests on a 


oo fouridation. ' 
have been the treasured possessions 
of the human race for untold ages. They are 


found in tombs of immense antiquity, and 
Id records of many races show how 


highly these gems were valued—in prose, 


poetry ( and legends, often of great beauty 
and fanciful imagery. Does not a Chinese 
call the pearl the soul of the oyster? 
In olden times the main sources of supply 
were the Persian Gulf, Red Sea and India; 
but now the Aru Isles, Sulu Sea, Queens- 
land, Thursday Island, Torres Straits, and 
some of the South Pacific groups all con- 
tribute to this important industry. South 
American waters are well exploited with 
results, and one only can conjecture 
what the wily Jap will do with schemes for 
artificial production of these gems. The 
more diseased and misshapen the pearl shell, 
the greater the likelihood of finding ‘pearls, 
and in some instances these distorted bi- 
valves yield numbers of fine jewels. I 
believe nearly 200 peafls of varying size 
were taken from one Indian pear! oyster. i 
The finest gems are found in the Indian 
and Persian waters. The most, valuable of 
these are white or silvery white, with that 
delicate sheen k#own to experts as ‘‘ Orient,” 
and a pearl of perfect lustre is called a 
“pipe” . A large number of pearls 
are of a slight or even pronounced yellow 
colour, which frequently occu~; in those from 
the Persian Gulf. Such gems are valued 
highly by Asiatics, who deem them less 
perishable than the white; some also are met 
with of a faint bluish tinge. 


RANGE OF COLOUR. 


The range of colour in pearls is truly re- 
merkable. Black pearls of price are occa- 
sionally found usually in the Gulf of Mexico 
and the South Seas. These are thought to 
be formed near the borders of the mantle. 
They are the hardest and most durable of all 
pearls, and almost as valuable as the finest 
white ones: lead coloured pearls are not un- 
common. When there is iron in the water, 
as in some parts of Mexico, a reddish tinge 
is imparted. The French Gambier Isles pro- 
duce pearls with a delicate bronze sheen; 
these gems are from the hammer oyster. 

Oysters are by no means the only pear! 
secreting bivalves. e fresh water mussel 
has greyish brown pearls: light and dark 
brown sre those of the fan mussel, which 
occasionally produces one of garnet red. 
These are greatly valued by the Jews and 
Hindoos. The Bahamas yield exquisite rose 
red gems with wavy white lines. The edible 


mussel containg occasional pale Jue pearls, 
and another mussel (strongylus) pale rose 
red and greenish white. Wonderfully beau- 
are the treasures of Anomia (epa and 
the Ark-shell, which are purple and violet, 
respectively. Even the eee heen enor- 
mously from the highly-prized spherical or 
pear-shaped to EA figures of men, 
animals, etc. ‘hese distorted specimens 
usually are found in fresh water.and are called 
barogue. Some of them are very irregular 
For instance, one resembled the head of a 
dog; another the Order of the Holy Ghost, 
end a figure of a court dwarf is composed of 
such malformations. The Greer Vaults of 
Drésden possessed some good examples; 
others are kept in the British Museum, and 
m (I think) Vienna. Of such freaks the 
Southern Cross is by far the finest and most 
valuable. Formed of nine fine pearls arranged 
t© resemble the well-known constellation only 
two or three such rarities exist, and I undér- 
stand one is in the possession of the Vatican. 
£10,000 would scarcely purchase so beautiful 
& curiosity. 
Many fine collections of pearls exist. but of 
latter years these have been greatly dis- 
America, I suspect, owns most of 
the best, whijé some Indian potentates have 
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Julius Cesar forbade the wearing of pearls 
under a certain rank, - When the crazed 
Caligula raised his charger Incitatus to the 
Consulship the animal was invested with a 
chaplet of pearls, and the ears of many a 
statue of Diana, Apollo, etc., are pierced for 
earrings of these jewels. Laws were strictly 
enforced in Venice against this wanton dis- 
play. At one time matters grew to such a 
pitch that only the Doge, Dogaressa, and 
daughters-in-law were permitted to wear 
pearls after ten years of married life. Various 
other countries fcllowed suit in several ways, 
and one has only to look at the paintings of 
Velasquez and Holbein to see the lavish way 
pearls were worn. 


As medicines pearls have long been prized, 
and Oriental medical literature is full of 
“pearl” recipes. Ague, indigestion, eye 
troubles, hemorrhages, and heart weaknesses 
are among some of the ailments that yield to 
the beneficent gem—even as late as 1902 two 
prominent Indian doctors produced a work, in 
which pearls in powder form are recom- 
mended. When Lorenzo the Magnificent lay 
dying the celebrated Lorenzo da Licino 
administered a dose of crushed pearls. Asked 
how it tasted the dying prince replied with 
grim humour ‘‘as well as anything can taste 
to a dying man.”’ 

The ways of diving for pearls are so diverse 
that it is impossible to mention them here. 
The dangers from sharks, octopi, etc., are 
even more numerous, and the costly pearl 
exacts more than its monetary value from the | 
human race,

WOLFHILL 
COLLIERIES. 


A LOSS OF £55,000. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

Mr. P. J. Roe (instructed by Messrs. James 
O'Connor and Co.) applied for an order to 
complete the winding-up of the Wolfhill 
Collieries, lid, Athy, Co. Kildare, and to 
authorise the payment by the liquidator of 
the balance in his hands to the National City 
Bank, who are debenture holders. 

Counsel said that the figures in the report 
of the liquidator revealed the fact that there 
had been a loss of £55,000 on the undertai:- 
ing. There had been a claim by the Revenue 
Commissioners for £500 income tax, and a 
payment of £294 10s.

he annual report on the State of Religion 
submitted by the Rev. R. K. Lyle. M.A, 
and based on replies to a questionnaire sent 
to every session, indicated a healthy state 
of religion in the congrvgations in city and 
country and of morals in the Presbyterian 
community. It warned the parents to guard 
the young against the influence of sweep- 
stakes, the betting and gambling spirit now 
abroad, and the temptations to Sabbath 
desecration provided by the motor car.

WORKMEN’S CLAIMS. 


OVER 500 CASES OF 


ARBITRATION IN 1929. 

Statistics published by the Free State De- 
partment of Industry and Commerce for 
1929 show that in the various employments 
to which the Workmen’s Compensation Acts 
apply the number of applications for arbitra- 
tion was 549. The largest number in any 
employment was 122, this being in agri- 
culture. 

It is pointed out, however, that, although 
the last Census shows that 53 per cent. of 
the’ population profitably occupied were en- 
gaged in agriculture, the number of app!ica- 
tions for arbitration. represented only 22 per 
cent. of such applications. ; 

Constructional work had the next highest 
percentage. Factories and workshops, road 
transport, building and domestic service were 
next in order.. 

The 549 cases of arbitration in 1929 in- 


which were settled bv the Court (72, or 18 
per cent., in favour of respondent; 323, or £2 
per cent., in favour of applicant), 44 cases of 
redemption of weekly payments and 110 
cases which were withdrawn, settled out of 
Court, etc., or cases in which the award was 
for declaration of liability, termination of 
weekly payments, or for suspension, diminu- 
tion or increase of weekly payments. The 


by lump sums (52 cases of death, 71 of total 
incapacity and 15 of partial incapacity), and 
185 settled by weekly payments. 

In 1929 compensation amounting to £190 
was paid in one case of death from industrial 
disease, and out of a total sum paid in com- 
pensation amounting to £117,355 in 1929 only 
a very small amount (£327) was paid in 
respect of non-fatal cases of industria! 
diseases, only £7,054 (or 6 per cent.) for fatal 
accidents, and £109,784 (or nearly 94 per 
cent.) in respect of non-fatal accidents.

Special terms are used to designate the 
large gems. Those as large as a walnut. are 
paragon pearls, and cherry pearls 
simply are pearls about the size of a cherry. 
The great Zosima collection. once in Moscow, 
numbered some exquisite and priceless pearls. 
La Pellegrina. acclaimed the most beautiful 
pearl ever known, belonged to it. Perfectly 
spherical, of purest. white and almost trans- 
arent, it was the pride of the collection. 
t was found in Indian waters. ‘he fresh 
waters of our own isles have brought forth 
some gpod pearls, and besides many fine 
specimens found, even in recent years, there 
is considerable historical mention made of 
Irish, Scottish and British pearls. 

It is recorded that Julius Cesar dedicated 
sw breastplate studded with ART fresh- 
water pearls to Venus GenetriX, Owing to 
their chemical composition, mostly calcium 
carbonate pearls dissolve readily in acid or 
acetic acid, leaving only the conchiolin and 
animal matter, but the acetic acid in ordi- 
nary vinegar is much too small to produce 
any réal effect on a pearl for a long time, 
and unless Cleopatra crushed the pearl with 
a hammer and drank the resulting filtrv- 
looking mess, it is to be feared that Pliny’s 
account is somewhat inaccurate. 


A RISKY INVESTMENT. 


As an investment pearls are decidedly 
risky; owing to their delicate nature these 
gems tarnish and dull readily. ‘hey are 
affected by perspiration, rough handling and 
overmuch wear, and, though the delicate 
operation of ''peeling ” is sometimes re- 
sorted to, it is risky and involves the 
greatest care of an expert. ‘The anima! 
matter decays as well, and most pearls found 
in tombs, etc.. crumble to dust on inspection 
or are in a sad condition, though there are 
exceptions. The pearis of a daughter of 
Btilicho, the great Roman General. fell away 
in dust when her tomb was opened after 
pome eleven centuries had elapsed.

with the murder of Ellen Maguire (78) in 
her cottage at Drumadorey (Dromara) cn the 
night of February 27 last. The accused men 
were brought from Belfast Prison, where they 
had been in custody Since arrest. 

pi; was stated that there would be thirty 
witnesses for the Crown. They were seated 

in the centre of the court, and they included 
“ two Civic Guards in mufti, 

The accused men were returned for ttial 

to the Down Assizes. 

Opening the case for the Crown, Mr. H. H. 
Mussen, Crown Solicitor, said that Miss 
Maguire lived quietly by herself in a little 
cottage at the roadside in a peaceful neigh- 
hourhood in the country. On Friday evening, 


February 27, she was murdered in the tage 
where she spent so many years, the tive 


á heing clearly and obviously one of rob 
I; was known in the neighbourhood and 
district, and would be shoved by the Crown, 
that the deceased woman was of a thrifty 
and saving disposition, and also that she had 
amassed a considerable sum of money, which 
kept in the cottage in the form of 
sc’ erelgns. 

The prisoners were of the pedlar’ class, and 
travelled about the country from place to 
lace. Evidence would be given that 
Ml srrion was acguainted with not only the 
district, but with the fact that Mrs. Maguire 
kept a considerable sum in the cottage. On 
the morning of the murder they had been 
at the house of Morrison’s father at Bally- 
nahinch, and left there later Im the 
day going in the direction of Dromara. 
They got a lift on a lorry for a portion of 
the way, and when at Dromara they met 
ceveral people and called at houses where 
they asked for, and got, money and liquor, 
which would go to show that,.at that par- 

r time they had no money of their own. 


LARGE SUM OF MONEY. 

Evidence would be given that subsequently 
they went to the farm of a Mr, Hawthorne 
and remained until late in the evening. The 
fact of the deceased woman having 4 large 
sum of money in her possession was men- 
tioned. Some time about nine o'clock in the 
evening they arrived at the cottage of Miss 
Maguire. The outside door leading to the 
cottage was locked, and no light appeared in 
the kitchen. Kennedy knocked, and before 
3 opening the door Miss Maguire, who was 

‘inside, having come from her bedroom, in 

| which there was a lighted lamp, and being 

evidently about to retire, said: “ Is that you, 

Kennedy replied “ Yes.” She then 

unlocked and opened the door, thinking it 
was her friend oole. 

Immediately the door ned Kennedy 
rushed in, followed by rrison. They 
caught hold of the unfortunate woman, 
Kennedy holding her while Morrison tied her 
hands and put a handkerchief and other 
cloths tightly about her mouth, nose and 
throat, which the doctors would say caused 
death from strangulation and suffocation al, 
most instantaneously. en they succeeded 
in disposing of the poor old lady, leaving her 
- lifeless body on the kitchen floor, they pro- 
ceeded to ransack and plunder her little 
hose. In the bedroom they broke open a 
large box, which had been locked, and in 
winch Miss Magnire had kept her money and 
any valuables, From this box they took a 
sum of monev in gold sovereigns, which. the 
Crown suggested, amounted’ to round about. 
£70 or £80, and also a gold watch. : 

Having committed the crimes of murder 
and robbery, the prisoners left the house 
4 together, eallously taking the key from the 
lock on the inside of the door, locking the 
door on the outside, and throwing the key 
avay. their object evidently being that if 
any of the deceased woman's friends came | 
to the cottage they wonld not be able to 
cet in and the tragedy would not be dis- 
covered until the prisoners had succeeded in 
get‘ing completely away from the scene. 


DOOR LOCKED. 


On Saturday morning about nine o'clock 
. -a neighbour named Burrqws called at de- 
SS ceased .woman’s cottage, and, finding her door 
was lodked, entered the house by the window: 
in the . A most gruesome sight 
presented itself. Poor Miss Maguire’s body 
was lying just a few feet from the entrance 
door with several cloths: and . handkerchiefs 
tied tightly round her nose, mouth and neck. 
Her hands were tied in front of her body. 
The police were at once communicated 
with, and District Inspector Allen and his 
men were quickly on the move to secure, if 
possible, the perpetrators of the outrage. 
Very little time was lost in tracing them 
from one place to another, and finally they 
were discovered at a lodging house at Dun- 
dalk on Sunday morning, 1st March. 

“I might mention,” said Mr. Mussen, 
*‘that Mr. Allen received great assistance 
from the Civic Guard of the Free State at 
Dundalk, who arranged at once for the 
prisoners to be handed over to the Dis- 
trict Inspector.”’ 

When the prisoners left the cottage they

COUNTY HOME 
FRICTION. 


ONE-LEGGED TRAMP 
FOR TRIAL. 


N the Arklow District Court a remarkable 
| story was unfolded of an inmate who had 
made himself so troublesome at the 
County Home that the Board of Health made 
an order for’ his expulsion. Superintendent 
Keegan charged Peter Lyons, a tramp, with 
one leg, and carrying a crutch, with baving 
assaulted Peter Kennedy, house steward at 
the County Home, with intent to cause him 
bodily harm. The accused man, who was 
arrested after the incident, was brought up 
iu custody from Mountjoy. 

Feter Kennedy said that the accused man 
for a number of years was an inmate of the 
County Home. While there he had given 
considerable trouble, with the result that 
about tweive months ago his conduct was 
brought to the notice of the Board, who made 
an order that he was not again to be 
admitted to the County Home. On that 
occasion he was turned out of the County 
Home by the Guards, and before going he 
assaulted witness. The accused man then 
disappeared from the district, but turned up 
again on February 23 in an ambulance from 
Annainoe. Witness heard the matron telling 
the defendant that she could not admit him, 
and he replied that she would have to admit 


him. Witness got between the matron and 
the accused man. Defendant became very 
violent and flung down the crutch and stick, 
and shouted that if he was not going to be 
admitted to the County Home he would have 
to earn jail. Defendant then struck witness 
on the jaw with his: stick. 

Replying to Justice Price, witness said that 
defendant only struck him once, but 
attempted to strike him again. Some of the 
inmates then came to his assistance, and 
held defendant until the arrival of the 
Guards. 

FIRE-SIDE SCENE. 


Dr. McDermott, medical officer of the 
County Home, Rathdrum, stated that the 
Board made the order referred to on account 
of the accused man striking Kennedy and 
also assaulting an old man in the institution 
who would not give up his place at the fire 
to Lyons ‘Of course,” added the witness, 
‘if he was genuinely sick he could not be 
denied some place, and probably he would be 
sent to the County Hospital.” 

Defendant said that he made some com- 
plaints about the way things were carried on 
and he was taken by the back of the neck 
and thrown out of the County Home. 

Sergeant. Cartwright stated that when 
arrested and cautioned the defendant at the 
barracks said that sooner or later he would 
have to kill Kennedy. 

At this point the Justice reminded the 
defendant that he could be tried by a judge 
and jury, or, if he so desired, he might be 
dealt with by that Court. 

The defendant said that he was not satisfied 
to be tried by that Court, and wanted the 
matter threshed out once and for all. 

The proceedings had to be started afresh 
and depositions taken, and these having béen 
completed, the Justice said that he was 
satisfied a prima facie case had been 
established. 

The defendant elected to make a statement, 
which was taken down In writing and in- 
cluded with the depositions. The statement 
went on: 'Í made some complaints about 
the irregularities arising in the County Home 
to the Board that men were allowed to die 
there, and neither priest nor anyone else 
allowed to see them. Another complaint | 
made was about a man and a child being

buried in the one coffin. I coniplainéd about 
the food, and brought it up to the Board 
and they condemned it. On account of this 
complaint there was an inquiry to be held 
at the next meeting, but I was ordered out 
before the inquiry came off. I was a year 
and two months absent altogether from the 
County Home, and returned from England 
about eight days ago. I was got lying on 
the road by Dr. Harte at Annamoe, and he 
sent me to the County Home the next day.” 

The accused man was returned for trial in 
apne to the next Circuit Court to be held 
in May.

Mr. Allen represents West Belfast in the 
Imperial Parliament, and when address- 


ing a meeting of his constituents in Sandy 


Row last month he compared the House 
of Commons to a cemetery with a lot of 
black rooks chwing in the trees—old birds 
croaking over the bones of dead realities. 
He also objected to the fact that the 
Ulster Unionist Party was merely a tail 
to the English Conservatives, and advo- 
cated a closer association with Scottish 
members. 

Whatever may be said of Mr. Allen’s 
change of political front, it must 
admitted that he always has been fearless 
in his expressions of opinion, and he has 
a sincere desire for the welfare of the 
working classes. It may be, however, 
that West Belfast will welcome him no 
longer. He is coming some day this week 
to explain his position, and it is rumoured 
that he will be called upon to resign. The 
Ulster Unionist Council is opposed to any 
parliamentary representative who does not 
support Mr. Baldwin’s party without 
question, and Mr. Allen already has said 
that the British Conservative leader is 
not fitted to guide the destinies« of the 
Empire. 

A SUG” ESTION. 
Some interesting questions are to be 


asked in the Belfast Parliament to- 
morrow, and one of the most intrigying 


is a query by an Independent Unionist» 


whether the Prime Minister will make 
representations to the Imperial Govern- 
ment to amend the Northern Ireland 
Constitution so as to enable the Ulster 
Parliament to impose such tariffs on im- 
ported goods as may be deemed necessary 
fo protect their own industries. Mr. T. 
Henderson, who represents the Shankill

The Prime Minister’s hint that the

Moreover, Mr. Pollock was reported to 
have said that he was perfectly satisfied 
that if they saved by reducing the total of 
local expenditure, they would not be free 
to use the money for the purpose of reduc- 
ing taxation, but that the savings thus 
made, or, at any rate, a large proportion 
of them, would be claimed for the purpose 
of the imperial contribution. 

It may be gathered from all this ar an 
attempt is to be made either to maintain 
the imperial contribution or to prevent it 
from vanishing altogether. The amount 
sent by the Ulster authorities to the West- 
minster Exchequer has declined from 
£8,000,000 ten years ago to £150,000 or 
thereabouts, and a gentle reminder may 
have been given by the Socialist Govern- 
ment as to the urgent need for economy, 
even-although the savings have to be 
transferred from Belfast to London.

“Whoppee ” is Eddie Cantor, and without 
him it is nothing. But, as Eddie Cantor 1s 
a great artist, ** Whoopee”’ is a great film 
as long as he occupies the scretn, and that is 
certainly long enough to make “‘ Whoopee 
one of the most attractive ‘‘talkies”’ yet 
seen in Dublin. 

The story of the film is a combination of 
the Wild West with only six months to live, 
between one who is believed to be an Indian 
and a white girl. It does not matter that 
the pseudo-Indian had been educated at the 
same schools and universities as his white 
friends, nor does it count in his favour that 
he is a,skilled mining engineer; he is still an 
Indian, and therefore unworthy to marry a 
daughter of the owner of a large ranch.

Irish Book-Buyers 


‘Ghe Cup Ghat Cheers. 


After reading some descriptions of the 
fashions in eating and drinking which 
prevailed during the early part of the 
eightenth century (writes a correspon- 
dent), I began to speculate on the follow- 
ing question:—Supposing we were all 
obliged to go back and live under the con- 
ditions which existed at that time, what 
article in common use to-day would we 
find it most difficult to do without? On 
due reflection I am convinced that the 
answer is “Tea.” People in these 
islands, especially women, can hardly 
visualise the prospect of being without 
tea; for they drink it two or three times 
a day, and sometimes even before they 
get up in the morning. | 

A Donegal farmer who had reached the 
ripe age of ninety-five told me last 
summer that for the first forty years of 
his life he had never tasted tea, and his 
breakfast invariably consisted of oatmeal 
or Indian meal porridge with buttermilk. 
Benjamin Franklin throws an interesting 
sidelight on English diet as it was when 
he worked in London as a compositor 
about the year 1730. He states that his 
fellow-workman drank a pint of beer 
before breakfast, a pint, with bread and 
cheese, for breakfast ; one between break- 
fast and dinner; one at dinner; one, with 
bread and cheese, at six o'clock, and 
another before going to bed. They also 
drank considerable quantities of beer 
during their leisure, but, the '“ American 
aquatic,’’ as they called Benjamin, drank 
only water, not from conscientious 
motives, but on account of the expense. 


Geeth in the Orient. 


We of the West have always admired 
and envied our Oriental] brethren for their 
dazzling white teeth, but to-day, we are 
told, civilised modes of living have had a 
detrimental effect on Eastern jaws. In 
spite of their care in cleansing the teeth, 
and the numerous ‘‘ chews”’ that they 
employ, natives suffer just as much as we 
do from toothache, although, indeed, they 
believe that the pain is caused by a little 
worm wriggling about inside. One of the 
street attractions is public dentistry, the 
victim being placed near a lamp-post, 
while an admiring crowd gathers around 
A dismal scream denotes the extraction of 
the offending tooth, and the operator 
often pockets a bunch of bananas as pay- 
ment. I have heard of a European who 
allowed one of these native ‘‘ dentists ” 
to crown a tooth in the lower jaw with 
gold, the operation being successful except 
for the fact that he could nct close his 
mouth. This little matter was rectified. 
however, by the sawing away of most of 
the teeth in the upper jaw. 


Che First Irish Saint. 


St. Kieran of Cape Clear (whose birth- 
day the islanders celebrated on March 5th) 
enjoys the reputation ee the first 


saint in Ireland. He is gid to have been 
born on the island in thé year 352, thus 
preceding Patrick by about thirty years. 
After preaching the Gospel] in the south- 
western districts he proceeded to Ossory, 
where he founded a bishop’s see. The 
limited extent of his mission, however, 
and the greater fame of Patrick have 
combined to obscure his memory. 

The saint.is still venerated on Cape 
Clear, where “Kieran” is a common 
Christian name, and the North Harbour, 
or “ Trakieran,’’ also commemorates him. 
At the latter place there stands an ancient 
pillar-stone bearing the traces of two 
sculptured crosses. It is said to be the 
work of the saint himself, and, if so, must 
be the oldest Christian relic in Great 
Britain or Ireland. 


Rules for Conversation. 


I recently came across a text-book for 
teachers of conversation which contains 
the advice to be given to pupils to ‘“‘ let 
the face display a genial expression,” 
never to permit the conversation to 
degenerate into mere argument, and 
always to “ keep the voice quiet and in 
the tone of doubt or questioning.’’ But 
my search has failed to reveal an 
adequate text to be used in training young 
people in conversation. 

None of the great conversationalists of 
the world reduced his talent to rules. 
Johnson believed in argument as an 
ess@ntial of first-rate conversation. 
Stevenson began a discussion by saying 
that “ the spice of life is battle.” One 
can imagine him keeping his voice down, 
but can you visualise Dr. Johnson begin- 
ning a conversation with “ Is it, perhaps, 
possible . , s ? or “‘ What do you 
think of « « « ?”

Dipping into one .of George Birming- 
ham’s books, in which. he tells Irish people 
generally some wholesome truths not at 
all flattering to their self-esteem, I read 
with sincere approval his strictures on 
our literary backwardness and unwilling- 
ness to spend money on the purchase of 
books by Irish writers. The genial novelist 
inveighs with genuine indignation at this 
national niggardliness, and justly asks— 
Is it any wonder that Irish writers must 
look abroad to make a living? Closely 
connected with the same subjéct, one can 
think of many: distinguished Irishmen 
who have died within the last thirty years 
or so whose lives were full of incident, 
devotion and enthusiasm, and would make 
admirable studies for a biographer. We 
have writers who could undertake the 
work, but they know only too well that 
publishers would be very shy at purchas- 
ing their “ copy.” Irish people are the 
worst book-buyers in Europe. Let anyone 
disposed to questicn the assertion ask a 
bookseller, 


Ciontarf Island. 


While I was comparing an old map of 
Dublin, published about the middle of the 
eighteenth century, with one of modern 
date, the first thing that struck me was 
the remarkable change in the coastline of 
Dublin Bay. Two hundred years ago the 
North Strand and Amiens street were on 
the edge of the sea, while a short distance 
from the point where the East Wall termi- 
nates stood Clontarf Island, which has now 
disappeared. When the tide is out there 
are still indications of the outline of this 
island, which was gradually disintegrated 
by storms, the removal of sand, and 
changes caused by the reclamation of the 
north bank of the Liffey. During~an 
epidemic of plague in 1750, Clontarf 
Island was used as a quarantine station, 
and in more recent times it became 
popular as a summer resort. About a 
hundred years ago a man named Cromwell 
took a fancy to this spot, and built a 
summer residence on it. While he and his 
son were in residence on the island in 
1844, a terrific south-easterly gale rose one 
evening, and watchers from the shore saw 
‘the light in Cromwell’s house go out. 
Nothing could be done to save the un- 
fortunate men, and next morning the two 
bodies were found. near the railway 
embankmédnt. The boats, in which they 
might have escaped, had been blown away 
and smashed by the storm: 


A CGransport Record. 


What must surely be a record in police 
transportation can be claimed by Sergeant 
Pat Clancy, who has just retired from the 
London Metropolitan Police after twenty- 
five years’ service. Sergeant Clancy, who 
is well over six feet tall and weighs six- 
teen stone, was for the last six years in 
charge of the prison van, and in that time 
has carried 40,000 prisoners between 
station and court without losing a single 
one—not to mention himself having 
covered considerably over two million 
miles on the journeys. A Clare man, and 
an assistant school teacher in his early 
years, the sergeant moved to London when 
he was twenty, and intends to spend the 
remainder of his days there, although his 
parents still live in Ireland. Of his un- 
willing fares, he says: ‘‘ They were all 
innocent, according to their own stories ; 
but, all the same, I always thought it 
was wise to keep a good hold of them 
while in my charge.” / 


Crinity’s First Librarian. 


I was interested to see recently in an 
English journal some inguiries regarding 
a distinguished student of Trinity 
College, Dublin, who was held in high 
esteem by his contemporaries. The Rev. 
John Lawson, a native of Magherafelt. 
was one of the most proficient linguists 
who ever studied in Trinity. He was the 
first official librarian appointed to take 
charge of the College Library, and was 
elected to that position exactly two 
hundred years ago, when only a little 
over thirty years of age. From a contem- 
porary I learn that ‘‘his acquaintance 
with languages was wide, and that he 
excelled as a preacher,”’ and all the lead- 
ing lights of the University realised the 
greatness and versatility of his talents. 
For the last few years of his career of 
half a century he was Senior Tutor and 
Professor of Oratory. His volume of 
'“ Occasional] Sermons,’’ published in 
1764, contains some of his most remark- 
able discourses. It was with reference 
to it that a writer expressed surprise that 
sermons showing such originality of 
thought had not been reprinted.

| Schools’ Rowing. 


I was much interested (writes a corre- 
spondent) in a passing reference to schools 
rowing made in the © Diary” a few days 
ago, when it was suggestec that rowing 
in Trinity Co would benefit greatly 
if the Dublin ools were to follow the 
example of their Northern friends and 
turn their attention to the river. Whilst 
bewailing the complete absence of rowing 
activities in the early eet of the year 
among Dublin schcols, I remember that 
the Liffey is very much alive with school- 
boy crews during the summer term. Indeed, 
since 1929, when ‘the Dublin Universitv 
Boat Club first included a schoolboy’s race 
in their regatta programme, there has 
been manifest a very considerable growth 
of interest in rowing among schools, and 
last year at least one member of the 
University crews had learned his rowing 
at a Dublin school. At the revival of the 
Dublin Metropolitan Regatta last July 
a schoolboy’s race was also included in the 
programme, which was won by an ex- 
cellent crew from Belvedere College. This 
light, but business-like, crcw was coac 
by Mr. Hennessey, of Dublin Rowing 
Club, and, to my mind, was the best 
schoolboy crew rowing in Ireland last year. 
I should have liked very much to see 4 
race between it and the Coleraine 
Academical crew, which disposed of 
Portora Royal School in their annual 
fixture. Altogether, I understand, there 
were seven Dublin schools rowing last 
summer—four training at the Trinity 
headquarters and one apiece with Neptune, 
Dublin and Commercial Rowing Clubs. 


Gainsborough ‘Romance. 


Gainsborough has always been regarded 
by writers of sensational fiction as the 
subject of romantic robberies and un- 
expected discoveries. Certainly his pictures 
have a peculiar knack of appearing and 
disappearing under the most romantic 
circumstances. Last week, for example, 
two landscapes, hitherto considered value- 
less, were discovered after the removal 
of a layer of grime to be genuine Gains- 
boroughs. 

The romantic associations of Gains- 
boroughs began in the ’forties of the last 
century when the picture craze was be- 
ginning. In 1841 Gainsborough’s famous 
portrait of the Duchess of Devonshire was 
found pasted to the wall of a schgol- 
mistress’s cottage. Purchased for £10, ’the 
price soon soared to £10,000. Whilst on 
view in a Bond street gallery it suddenly 
disappeared, and for nearly thirty years 
Then sud- 
denly it was announced that the thief on 
his death-bed had asked that the picture 
should be returned to its owner. Negotia- 
tions took place in Chicago, and within a 
few days the picture changed hands once 
more. This time the picture ceased its 
wanderings and now for thirty years it has 
remained as one of the treasures of the 
Pierpoint Morgan collection. 


A Sign of Rain. 


A correspondent writes:—When walk- 
ing a country scenes at this time 
of year, should you hear the croaking of 
frogs in a pool you may take it as a sure 
sign of rain. They congregate now in 
pools, ditches, shallow ponds and? waters ; 
and, if you also hear a strange gurgling 
noise—as though the frogs were talking— 
you may know that this is their spawning 
time, and observe that the surface of the 
water is covered in part with masses of 
jelly-like, globular particles, soon to 
become tadpoles and afterwards young 
frogs. 

Indeed, when a young child I was once 
persuaded by another young child that 
‘“‘the frogs would curse me” did I dare 
throw stones in their pool—as almost every 
child is inclined to do. In later life, when 
my own children caught tadpoles in a jar, 
I was as keenly interested as they were 
in the development, limb by limb. of a 
tadpole into a frog.

veterans of variety. While he believes that 
variety is not in a prosperous condition, he 
is not at all disposed to believe that its 
day is past; that it has been su erseded by 
the triumohant ‘‘talkie.”  “' The human 
appeal to the stage is irresistible,’’ he said to 
our representative in his room at the Shel- 
bourne Hotel yesterday afternoon. —“ No 
mechanical device can ever quite banish the 
actor frum the stage. It is one thing to 
perform before a packed house—increasing 
the tempo here, reducing it there, as suits 
the need of the moment—but quite another 
to perforn. to the cold unresponsive ‘mike ' 
I have performed before both, so I under- 
stand what the response of the audience 
means to an artist, and what the personality 
of the artist means to an audience.” “ Yes, I 
have appeared in a ‘talkie,’”’ he continued, 
in reply to a question, “ and, although it did 
uite well, and I was invited to do another, 
í was never satisfied with it. Maybe I will 
make another ; maybe not.” 

“Just now 1 have returned from a pro- 
longed holiday on the Continent, and I feel 
equal to anything, but I had to forego a 
very lucrative American tour, my sixth, be- 
cause my doctor told me I could not stand 
the strain of the thirty performances weekly 
which are required in the United Stats. In 
the United States ‘ vaudeville,’ as they say, 
is wedded to the ‘talkies,’ and the practice 
is to put on a number of ‘ variety’ acts with 
a picture programme. This means that the 
artist undertakes four shows a day, with five 
on Saturday and Sunday.”’ 


SUNDAY MUSIC HALLS. 


“While I am not myself an enthusiastic 
advocate of the Sunday opening of theatres 
and music halls, I am compelled to realise 
that they are severely handicapped in their 
struggle with the cinema. It is a vathetic 
sight to a variety artist to go along Totten- 
ham Court road on a Sunday evening and 
watch the seething throngs seeking admit- 
tance to the cinemas, while just around the 
corner one of the greatest music halls in 
the world lies deserted and forlorn. The 
old Empire could not open on Sunday as a 
music hall, but the new Empire may open 
on Sunday as a cinema.” . 

“- Probably,’’ he continued, “ the American 
svstem of combining ‘turns’ with a 
film programme will be adopted on this side. 
A short while ago at the Wood Green Empire, 
Sir Oswald Stoll instituted a new policy of 
having six variety acts, headed by recognised 
avd popular music-hall ‘ stars,’ combined with 
a full ‘talkie’ programme. A thousand seats 
were available at sixpence each in the after- 
noons, and three ro corr were given by 
the artists instead of the usual two. The 
policy had the effect of increasing the profits 
py over 40 per ceat., and about three- 
quarters of the audience expressed the desire 
for a variety programme. 


WHAT “ VARIETY ” MUST DO. 


“I would seem at present that audiences 
dislike a set time for their amusements, and 
that they have come to appreciate, very 
properly, the extreme comfort at cheap prices 
offered by the cinema. To meet this the 
managers of music-halls will have to get 
together and form a kind of wheel system, by 
which properly-balanced and real variety 
bills will be offered weekly. There is no 
reason why the system should not be 
arranged, as was the ‘burlesque’ system in 
America, by which the weaker companies and 
bills were carried by the stronger. Sunday 
opening would do a lot to revive the pre 
ference for genuine variety bills, but probably 
a better system would be to have the week 
cominence on Saturday. This would entail 
considerable inconvenience in travelling, but 
the effect of a packed house on an opening 
night would be so beneficial that any incon- 
venience would be amply compensated. The 
publicity. too, would be worth a great deal. 

‘Publicity! “There's the rub. Variety is 
not receiving sufficient publicity as compared 
with its greatest competitor. Recently,’’ he 
said, ‘‘1 tried an interesting experiment in 
an English provincial town. I did a week’s 
personal advertising in an evening paper 
before I was due to appear in the town, and 
the result was amazing; it simply staggered 
the manager oí the theatre, who had 
threatened to cancel my booking because of 
what I had done. It just shows what Press 
publicity can do if it be properly used; but 
the theatre generally does not advertise 
sufficiently.” 


A SECRET AMBITION, 

“My whole heart and life is with the 
theatre, and I have the ambition to become 
a producer. Some day I hope to realise that 
ambition, and when that day comes all I 
have and own will be staked on the great 
adventure. I see no reason why many of the 
plays now believed to be non-commercial 
should not be made into tremendous box- 
office successes, and, even if I lose my 
money—and [ see no reason why I should— 
something will have been done for the 
theatre. ‘I may appear, too, in some of the 
pone oA, a plays, in which I can find suitable 
parts

It is more cosmo- 
politan in its comedy than the general run 
of Sierra's pieces, but for that reason lends 
itself well enough to translation into Irish. 
At O Cathdin’s translation not even the 
purist can cavil—it is racy, natural, and shot 
through with the comic spirit which is no 
small part of the original Spanish comedy 

The action passes in Madrid, but, for that 
matter, the scene might as well be in Cork. 
Cork, indeed, might not give us a Rosario 
Castellanos as represented in this comedy, but 
Dublin certainly produces the type. Cork, or 
any town in Ireland, provides the rather 
foolish gentleman getting on in years whom 
Sierra pokes fun at in “Don Juan.” The 
mo oe himself is a universal character, 
and if Sierra makes him rather a theatrical

SUCCESSFUL WORK IN 
| BELFAST. 
The annual meeting of the Trinity College 


Mission in Belfast was held in the Museum 
Buildings, Trinity College, Dublin, yester- 


r day. 


The Rev. N. J. D. White, D.D., Regius 
Professor of Divinity. presided. 

The report of the General Committee for 
1930, which was read by the Hon. Secretary.

PICKED MARKSMEN 
PATROL THE STREETS.

WHY OURS IS THE 
MOST CHANGEABLE. 


TWO TYPES OF PROPHETS 


To get an intelligent opinion about the 
weather, there are really two very common 
sources of information. One is an old 
countryman, preferably a fisherman, who 
would probably give a very intelligent fore- 
cast of the weather in his own neighbour- 
hood for the next twenty-four hours or 
longer; the. other is the forecaster, who 
makes his announcements on the loud speaker 
each evening about nine o'clock.

Poole, Sc.D., 'T.C.D., in the course of an 
address on ‘‘ Weather and Weather Fore- 
casting’’ before the Engineering and Scientific 
Association, in the Architects’ Hall, Merrion 
square, Dublin, last night. 

The type of weather forecast dealt with by 
Dr. Foole was that produced by the loud 
speaker, because that produced by the fisher- 
man was one not easy to describe, based as 
it was on personal observations and local ex- 
perience. ‘The other was a matter of more 
general application, based on known rules. 

Before talking about forecasts, the lecturer 
dealt at some length with ‘the conditions 
which go to make up weather. In this con- 
nection he remarked that the weather fore- 
cester in the British Isles had a very diffi- 
cult task, because we had the most unreliable 
weather in the world. The reason was that 


we happened to be in a sort of border line,’ 


where we must get weather from the West. 
or the South, or, as at present, from some- 
where up in the Arctic. As a result, it was 
very likely to vary considerably’ within a 
short time, and we really had no climate, 
but merely samples. At one part. of the dav 
we might be living in air that came from 
the Azores and at another in air from Nor- 
way. It might be fine in one part of the 
country and wet in another. The main 
character of the weather was decidedly what 
was happening for some days previous, 
perhaps a thousand miles away, so that the 
task of the weather forecaster was really verv 
dificult. The mainspring of weather was 
the sun's heat. 

With the aid of a map of Ireland and 
weather charts, Dr. Poole described hew dry 
air loses 54 degrees F. per thousand feet as 
it ascends into the upper atmosphere. When 
the air is moist it nearly always contains 
water vapour, and the amount of water 
vapour it contains increases with the tem- 
perature. It had been found; he said. that 
upward currents of air prevented the fall of 
rain. 

Turning to the definition of weather, he 
said it meant different things to different 
people. To the sailor it meant wind; to the 
airman it meant visibility; and to the ordi- 
nary man in the street it meant rain and, to 
a lesser extent, cold. There were, he said, 
broadly speaking, four types of rain. The 
simplest type was produced by mountains, such 
as they had in Kerry. The next type of rain 
was a nor’-west shower, produced by passing 
over a rush of cold air and associated with 
a rising glass. With a falling glass they 


sometimes had rain, often with a 8.W. wind, | 


which was caused by convergence; and the 
final type of rain was the storm type. 

Having explained how atmospheric depres- 
sions operate and move across the country. 
Dr. Poole remarked that the chief export of 
Ireland was depressions, but stated that the 
weather in thig country mostly comes from 
the west and south-west. In making fore- 
casts nowadavs forecasters were greatly, 
assisted hy definite information from ships hv 
wireless and by telegrams, so that they could 
give a fairly accurate diagnosis of the type 
of weather that might be expected.

GOLD MINING IN 
CANADA.

A SUCCESSFUL YEAR. 

The Canadian gold industry has completed 
the most successful year in its history so far 
as the value of production is ¢éoncerned. 
The Dominion Bureau of Statistics’ estimate 
o“ the value of gold production for 


attained 
in the various expan 
programmes of many. of the _ gold 
were in full operation, it is 
reasonable to expect another 
for 1931. Much credit for this 
substantial increase is due to the greate: 
production from the three large Kirkland 
Like mines—Lake Shore, ‘leck-Hughes and 
Wright-Hargreaves—as the output from the 
older Porcupine area was somewhat lower 
than mn 1929. ‘The new mill of Dome Mines, 
limited, mn this area, built to replace the 
ona destroyed by fire,. did not commence 
production until November, 1930. 

Ontario still continues to be the leader in 
the production of gold, and in 1930 the out- 
put from this province was eighty-two per 
cent of the total Canadian production. British 
Columbia 1s second, and Quebee third. 

The estimated production of lode gold for 
British Columbia for 1930 is $3,183,457, an in- 
crease of 6 per cent. as compared with 1929. 
The greater part of the lode gold output comes 
from the Premier mine at the head of Port- 
Jand Canal; the Pioneer mine in the Lillooet 
Mining Division, near Bridge River, is next 
in importance, Production from the latter 
property increased steadily during the past 
vear, and its future prospects are very en- 
couraging. During the year the new mills at 
the Union property at Franklin Camp and at 
the Reno mine, in the Kootenay Lake area, 
near Sheep Creek, were put into operation. 
The Nickel Plate mine, south of Princeton, 
B.C., contributed its usual production, and 
several smaller properties combined to swell 
the total output. Keen interest is being taken 
in the search for new properties in the 
province, espécially in the Nelson district, 
The output of alluvial gold from the Yukon 
Territory showed an increase as. compared 
with 1929. 

The gold production from Manitoba during 
1930 was principally from the Central Mani- 
toba mine; the copper-zinc ores of the, Flin 
lon mine of the aa Bay Mining and 
Smelting Company also contributed gold to 
the output of the province. This property 
will become: an-important producer of the 
metal when capacity production is reached. 
Prospecting for gold was fairly. active in 
Northern Manitoba during the summer of 
1950, and a number of gold showings were 
trenched and sampled: 

Both the Porcupine and the Kirkland Lake 
areas Of Northern Ontario were very active, 
especially near the close of the year. Lake 
Shore Mines Limited are now treating 2,000 
tons of ore a day, and Teck-Hughes are 
Increasing their mil] capacity from 900 to 
1,250 tons a day. Wright-Hargreaves are 
gradually increasing their daily tonnage and 
are at present reported to be handling 700 
tons a day. Development work at all three 
of these mines has been very successful. 
Kirkland Lake Gold Mining Company, 
Limited, continued an active underground 
development campaign . throughout the 
vear with encouraging results. During 
the year Sylvanite Gold Mines Limited 
paid their initial dividend and towards 
the end of the year Wright-Hargreaves again 
resumed the payment of dividends after a 
lapse of cbout two years. | McIntyre 
Porcupine M: . , Limited, are erecting a 
new 2,000-ton flotation mill at their property 
in the Porcupine area. It is expected that 
the mill will be ready for operation in April. 
The Dome’s new mill is. already in operation 
and the Hollinger continues to meet with 
success in underground development work.

HEAVIEST SENTENCE: 
YEARS IN JAIL,

MOSCOW, Monday. 

After deliberating twenty-five hours, 
the Court sentenced seven of the Men- 
sheviks, who have been standing their 
trial on a charge of plotting to over- 
throw the Soviet State, to ten vears’ im- 
prisonment, the seven other defendants 
being sentenced to terms of imprisonment 
ranging from f.ve to eight years. Those 
who received the ten years’ sentence were 
Groman, Scher, Sukhanoff, Ginsburg, 
Gajobovich, Petunin and Finnyenaetovsky. 
None of the defendants was acquiited. 

The fourteen Sucialists were accused of 
plotting: to wreck the economic plans ol 
the Government, to overthrow the Soviet, 
and to establish a ‘‘capitalist réqime ~ 
with the support of organisations outside 
the country. 

The prisoners, according to the official 
Tass Agency, made a final appeal for 
clemency after the Public Prosecutor, 
Krylenko, had demanded t.c extreme 
penalty for five of them, and imprison-

THE IRISH RAILWAYS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—When a railway company finds itself 
in such a parlous position that 1t cannot pay 
the holders of its ordinary stock a greater 
dividend than one per cent. per annum, and 
in order to do so has tu supplement the profit 
of the year by encroaching on the carry- 
forward, it is but to be expected that the 
shareholders’ contribution to the discussion 
at the annual meeting should be of a critical 
character; but surely Sir Walter Nugent s 
statement is evidence that the directors of 
the Great Southern Railways are taking all 
possible steps te deal with a difficult situa- 
tion. There are two principal burdens tnat 
hamper the Irish railways—namely, the un- 
regulated road competition and the excessive 
wages bill. The former was dealt with in the 
resolution which I proposed -at the recent 
annual meeting of the company ; and, with 
regard to the latter, it has been pointed out 
time and again that the railway companies 
canhot indefinitely continue to meget wages 
bills fixed under pressure of war conditions. 
While the cost of living in the Irish Free 
State is now less than 70 per cent. above 
the pre-war standard, railwaymen’s wages 
are about 200 per cent. higher than the rates 
prevailing in 1913. No one asks the railway 
worker to go back to the pre-war standard 
of remuneration, but between the increased 
cost of living figure and the present railway 
wages there is a gap which can, in fairness 
to all concerned, be lessened. 

The finding of the National Wages Board 
in England proposes that the railway com- 
panies hou benefit by a reduction of 
approximately five per cent. on earnings in 
excess of a week. The condition of 
our Irish railways is more precarious than 
that of similar undertaking; in England, and 
it is perfectly obvious that some greater 
'“ent ” is absolutely necessary in Ireland, if 
the companies are to be put in a position to 
carry on.—Yours, etc.,

MOUNTAIN FIRES. 

TO THF EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

SIR.—A large area of heather on the Dublin 
Mountains, roughly estimated as extending 
to 2,500 statute acres, was set on fire on 
Sunday afternoon in several places. It seems 
a pity that anything should interfere with 
the natural beauty of the purple heather when 
in full bloom in August. People may acci- 
dentally drop a lighted’ match while walking 
over the hills. Thus great care should be 
taken to leave no spark, more especially 
when a strong east wind is blowing over dry 
heather or furze. 

At the same time several fires are not 
accidentally lighted on hills several miles 
apart within an hour or so, resulting in a 
series of conflagrations over a wide area. 
The heather can easily be burned, under 
proper supervision, for sheep grazing and im 
order to provide young shoots for the feeding 
of the grouse: but it is an act of vandalism 
to light up a whole countryside, as happened 
last night, without rhyme or reason.—) ours,

While they prize learning, they 
regard imprisonment as a mere accident 
of life; and they do not forget that the 
masterpiece of Spanish literature was 
written in jail. Moreover, there is worldly 
wisdom .in the Spanish Government's con- 
siderate treatment of its political 
prisoners. In these curious times—and 
not only in Spain—the prisoners of to-day 
may be the Prime Ministers of to-morrow. 
King Alfonso actually invited political 
prisoners to join a new Government. In 
South American Republics jail seems to 
be the normal place for a parliamentary 
Opposition. Mr. Gandhi has made a quick 
change from a prison cell to a Viceroy’s 
presence-c amber. A nice regard for the 
comfort of political prisoners soon will be 
a principle of statecraft. 


Mountain Fires, 


The fire which on Sunday night burnt 
the heather and gorse over some two 
thousand five hundred acres on Glen- 
cullen, Glendhu and the Feather Bed will 
be regretted by all. While the owners of 
the damaged property have to deplore its 
depreciated value and a serious, if not 
total, loss of the coming season’s sport, 
every Dubliner must share, to some extent, 
in the misfortune.

NEW DELHI, Monday. 

A motion to reduce the grant for the 
Executive Council by one hundred rupees was 
passed by the Legislative Assembly to-day by 
69 votes to 35, as a protest against the level 
of national expenditure. 

The trend of the discussions was that the 
Budget was ‘‘staggering,’’ and that the 
Government should set an example of 
personal economy. Sir George Schuster, the 
Finance Member, was urged to be merciless, 
to insist upon drastic cutting and to refrain 
from starting new schemes. New Dehli, for 
example. was an extravagance. 

Sir George Schuster denied that the 
Government had done nothing in the direction 
of retrenchment. If the House was suspicious 
of the Conimittee which he proposed to set 
up to go into the whole matter he offered to 
meet the leaders of the House and discuss 
any other form of inquiry. No substantial 
decrease, however, was possible in the Army, 
-uniess the whole constitutional issue were

Diwan Bahadur Rangachariar said that it 
was useless to discuss the matter if the cost 
of the Army were omitted, as they wanted to 
save crores not lakhs. He moved, therefore, 
that the grant of the Executive Council be 
reduced by one hundred rupees. 


GANDHI’S RETURN FROM 
DELHI.

AHMEDABAD, Monday. 

Mr. Gandhi, who left Ahmedabad on March 
12th last vear at the head of a column of 
Congress volunteers for Dandi, where thev 
broke the Salt Law, thus initiating the civil 
disobedience movement, returned from Delhi 
to-day in very different circumstances after 
the lapse of a vear, all but three days. 

The huge crowds which gathered at 
Ahmedabad station, however, had no oppor- 
tunity of welcoming the Mahatma, as Mr. 
Gandhi left the third-class compartment, in 
which he had travelled, at Saharmati station, 
three miles from Ahmedabad, in order to 
avoid demonstrations. Mr. Gandhi's secre- 
tarv, Mahadev Desai, and Mira Ben (other- 
wise Miss Slade), however, completed the 
journey to Ahmedabad by train, and were 
given an enthasiastic welcome by the waiting 
crowds. 

Multitudes gathered at the wavside stations 
all along the line from Delhi, and even 
swarmed on to the track, and many were 
slightly injured in the stampedes that wer? 
inevitable. ' 

Mr. Gandhi completed the journey by 
motor car. Near the station he was given 
a tremendous ovation Yielding to the 
clamorous demands of the crowd to see him. 
he climbed up on to the roof of his car. 
He then motored thioagh the gailv-lighted 
and decorated streets to the house’ of a 
prominent mill-owner, where he is staying.

SOON.

ROM information which reached me 
yesterday, it appears to be quite 
certain that the Free State Government 
will do something, and that at the very 
earliest moment, to help the railway 
companies through the very difficult cir- 
cumstances in which they find themselves 
at present. 

What form the relief wili taxe it is not 
possible to state. Indeed, the Executive 
Council itself probably does not know. 
The details have not yet been considered. 

At the recent meetings of the Great 
Southern Railways Company, the Great 
Northern Railway Company, And the 
Dublin United Tramways Company, their 
respective Chairmen indicated the need 
that existed for comprehensive and far- 
reaching measures. Sir Walter Nugent, 
on behalf of the Great Southern Com- 
pany, seid that unless something were 
done that company would not be able to 
carry on. All the companies complain of 
the unfairness of the compctition to which 
they are subject in the matter of 
passenger and goods traffic , of the unfair- 
ness of the adjustment of taxation and 
rates; and of the fact that competitors, 
especially on the roads, escape many of 
the regulaticns which fall upon them. 

There also remain many war-time rail- 
way regulations in respect of employment 
of staffs, which are a serious drain on 
their resources. ; 

Some months ago I outlined a scheme 
which was put before the Government, 
which would, in effect, give to the Great 
Southern Railways Company a virtual 
monopoly of rail and roai transport in 
Southern Ireland, outside of Dublin, and 
would zive to the Dublin Tramways Com- 
pany a similiar privilege in the city and 
adjoining areas. Whether the proposed 
relief measure will give effect to some such 
proposal is not quite clear, but whatever 
decisions are reached will be embodied in 
a bill which will be sponsored by a 
Minister of the Government. 

It does not appear likely that the new 
bill will contemplate the setting up of a 
Ministry of Transport, such as has been 
suggested from various quarters. The 
present. machinery is apparently con- 
sidered adequate. At present two Minis- 
tries—the Ministry of Industry and Com. 
merce and the Ministry for Local 
Government—are concerned with trans- 
port, and, to some extent, the Ministry 
of Finance as well. There does not appear. 
to be any intention to simplify this 
arrangement. 


GREAT SOUTHERN DIRECTORATE. 


A short bill will shortly be introduced 
in the Dail to validate the action of the 
Great Southern Railway directorate in de- 
clining to elect a new director in the case 
of a recent vacancy. 

The Railways Act, 1924, which 
authorised the amalgamation of all the 
companies in the Free State, provided that 
the directors of the amalgamated com- 
pany should not exceed fifteen or be less 
than twelve. At present the number of 
directors is eleven. 

As stated by Sir Walter Nugent at 
last Friday's meeting, the Government 
approves of the reduction and will legis- 
late accordingly. The bill will operate 
retrospectively.

BUENOS AIRES, Monday. 

The special train bearing the Prince of 
Wales and Prince George from Mardel 
Plata left at 2.30 a.m., and arrived at its 
destination at 10.55 to-day. On arrival 
the Princes drove to the Villa Dorma], the 
residence of the British Ambassador, 
where they are staying. 

This morning it was revealed that, in 
spite of the very full programme yester- 
day, the Princes found time to squeeze 
in a short and completely surprise visit 
to the Exhibition. A telephone call a 
few minutes before their Royal Highnesses 
arrived at the grounds was the only notive 
the officials received. The reason for 
keeping the royal intention so secret was 
that the Princes desired to see the place 
unhampered by crowds, an object which 
was successfully achieved.

SOVIET REPORT OF 
“ SUCCESSES.” 


LABOUR. 


Frox Revutzr’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MOSCOW, Monday. 


Britain were dealt with at some length 

by Molotoff, Chairman of the Council 
of People’s Vommissars, in the report on the 
activities of the Soviet Government, which 
he presented yesterday to the sixth All- 
Union Congress of Soviets. 

“There is every. ground,” the official Tass 
Agency quotes him as stating, “ for further 
development. The U.S.S.R. and Great 
Britain are interested in the development of 
these relations, and certain successes have 
already been attained. For instance, Soviet 
imports increased £9,900,000 in 1929 to 
£15,000,000 in 1930. 

“The work of the Soviet British Mixed 
Commission in London for the settling of 
mutual claims should be regarded as a favour- 
able fact. However, owing to the increased 
attacks against the Soviet régime in the 
British Parliament and Press, the Soviet 
Government cannot but warn the Congress of 
Soviets of the necessity of carefully watching 
the situation in England, as influential circles 
of the Conservative Party are endeavouring to 
break up Anglo-Soviet relations.”’ 

Declaring that the development of the 
U.S.S.R. was indissolubly connected with 
the struggle for universal peace and the 
strengthening of friendly relations with other 
nationalities, Molotoff added: ‘‘ Under present 
conditions the struggle for peace first of all 
means a struggle against the threat of inter- 
vention. Whoever dares to violate the peace 
and attack the U.S.S.R. will suffer first.” 


FOREIGN RELATIONS. 


Molotoff’s report on the relations of other 
countries with the Soviets may be summarised 
as follows :— 

GERMANY—Improved since the middle of 
1930. 

ITALY—Developing normally and favour- 
ably. 

TURKEY—Friendship strengthening. 

FRANCE—Hostile. 

POLAND—Hostile. 

J APAN—Developing 
friendly lines. 

AFGHANISTAN—Strengthened. 

PERS! A—Trade agreement being concluded. 

UNITED STATES—<Anti-Soviet feeling in- 
creasing. 

He concluded his survey of Soviet relations 
abroad by stating that representatives of the 
Vatican were persistently working for inter- 
vention against the Soviets and for creating a 
united front against the U.S.S.R. 


CONVICT LABOUR, 


Regarding the anti-Soviet campaign on the 
forced labour question, Molotoff declared :— 
“ These inventions are refuted bv the follow- 
ing facts : The lumber workers in the U.S.S.R. 
are working on the basis of voluntarily con- 
cluded collective agreement. Convict labour 
has nothing to do either with lumber or the 
production of other exports. Wa don’t con- 
ceal the fact that we are using co.vict labour 
in municipal. work usetul for sc.iety, such 
as road construction. 

“The endeavours of some foreign agencies 
to investigate labour conditions in the 
U.S.S.R.,” continued Molotoff, “would be 
unacceptable to us. as it would be a one- 
sided act, incompatible with the sovereignty 
of onr State; but we agree to permit an in- 
vestigation of labour conditions in~ the 
U.S.S.R. by any delegation elected by the 
workers, provided a delegation of workers of 
the U.S.8S.R. be allowed to investigate labour 
conditions in capitalist conntries. Another 
condition is that all the findings should be 
published. Foreign States having diplomatic 
representatives and Press correspondents in 
the U.8.S.R. may get acquainted with labour 
conditions on the spot 

“The Soviet Government,” Molotoff con- 
tinued, “ had accented an invitation to take 
part in the near future in the work of the 
Briand Pan-European Committee. Regarding 
the preparatory Disarmament Conference. de- 
spite all the endeavours of the Soviet delega- 
tion that the Soviet proposals for at least 
partial disarmament be accepted. the danger 
of war grew as the result of the four years of 
activity of the Disarmament Commission. 
The experience of the Washington and Lon- 
don Conferences showed that the latter did 
not hamper preparation for war. The 
U.8.8.R. would consider taking part in the 
Conference provided it really strove after dis- 
armament, but would not permit the im- 
position upon Russia of decisions adopted 
without her participation.”’

A FOREIGNER’S VIEW 
OF ENGLAND. 


CAUSES OF PRESENT 
DISCONTENT.

The Times prints to-day a second article by 
M. Andre Siegfried, the French economist, 
a; part of his study of “ England’s Crisis. 
Dealing with the article in its editorial com- 
ments The Times says :—There will be no 
disagreement about the main causes of our 
present discontent, as they appear in M. 
Siegfried’s analysis. The old supremacy of 
british coal, and of the economy built upon 
it, is gone. The old monopoly of manufac- 
ture, the invisible protection which nine- 
teenth-century England enjoyed, has long 
since broken down. At the moment when 
British competitive power has to hold its 
own against new and rejuvenated rivals, it 
is largely disabled by excessive costs. All 
this is true and familiar, but the question 
engaging the country at the moment is how 
a cheaper and larger flow of production may 
be organised and disposed of, and how the 
disadvantages besetting British trade in home 
end world markets may be overcome. 


AN IMPARTIAL VIEW. 


M. Siegfried sets himself first to distribute 
responsibility for the present state of affairs, 
and it 1s here that the impartial opinion of 
ar instructed foreigner is entitled to special 
respect. Without entering into the detail of 
his argument, the conclusions that he offers 
may be briefly indicated. He believes that 
the burden of fiscal patriotism, or pride, has 
proved excessive. England has not had a 
fresh start, like those who have gone through 
the Bankruptcy Court. Nor, of course, did 
those who practised partial repudiation have 
as much to lose by that form of surgery. 

M. Siegfried calls British optimism a mixture 
of patriotism and lethargy, but he does not 
himself join the pessimists, adds 7'he Times. 
In the last resort, vitality and flexibility are, 
he says, British traits, and he will not despair 
ultimately of our power of adaptation. What 
exercises M. Siegfried particularly, and many 
British observers with him, is the nation s 
apparent reluctance to make a beginning. 
Tariffs, without a thorough industrial re- 
organisation, might well work more harm 
than good, but the moral and economic con- 
sequences of the fiscal self-help would be an 
immense contribution to a more vigorous and 
confident handling of industrial policy all 
round. 


MUTUAL FRUSTRATION. - 


Meanwhile the exasperating spectacle of 
mutual frustration at Westminster and the 
pettiness of internal party dissensions main- 
tain and reflect the national frame of mind 
—apathetic, truly, rather than complacent— 
which M. Siegfried has pilloried.

UNDERGROUND 
RUMBLINGS. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BELGRAWE, Monday. 


NDERGROUND rumblings, the awe- 
some crash of landslides, and the 
sight of great geysers of boiling water 
spouting skywards were among the terrify- 
ing features of the earthquake which 
shook the district on the Yugo-Slavian, 
Bulgarian and Greek frontiers on Sunday 
morning. 

After the first severe shock at 2.55 a.m. 
the whole valley of the Struma was filled 
with the noise of subterranean rumblings 
and the roar of great masse; of stone 
clattering down the rocky mountain slopes. 
The mineral springs at Strumnitza have 
completely dried up. This provided a 
remarkable phenomenon. he whole 
volume of. hot mineral waters rushed up 
through the great cracks in the earth near 
Valandov, as much as ten miles distant 
from Strumnitza. i 

The famous frontier town of Strumnitza, 
so well known on account of the extent to 
which it figured in the war, is for the 
greater part destroyed. When the shock 
came many people were still sitting in the 
cafés concluding their Saturday night's 
merrymaking. Suddenly the lights failed, 
the buildings shook and the ceilings fell in 
on the guests, who rushed out through 
intense blackness into the heavy rain and 
remained huddled in groups in the fields 
until dawn. 


BARRACKS RAZED. 


Travellers coming from the earthquake 
zone report that the material damage, 
especially to peasant homes, 1s very great, 
an | even substantial buildings, such as 
the army barracks at Berov, were com- 
pletely destroyed. According to these 
reports even greater damage was done 
just across the frontier ii, Bulgarian and 
Greek territory. 

The earthquake has destroyed count- 
less yillages and laid several towns in 
ruins.

Railway and telephonic communication 
between Skoplje and Gengheli is inter- 
rupted as the result of the collapse of the 
railway bridge across the Vardar. 

The cinemas at Demirkapu and Gevheli 
in the Vardar Valley, collapsed, and the 
town of Valandovi, some ten miles to the 
south-west of Strumnitza, is laid in ruins.

King Alexander and the Prime Minister, 
General Zivkovitch, who left for the 
stricken region as soon as news of the 
serious nature of the eartliquake was re- 
ceived, have arrived in the Vardar Valley, 
and the King has lost no time in becoming 
acquainted with the situation. He began 
his tour by visiting Demirkapu, which lies 
on the Vardar, westward by Strumnitza. 
Then, crossing the river by what remains 
of the railway bridge which was partially 
destroyed yesterday, he visited village 
after village, talking with the inhabitants, 
personally organising the relief measures 
and superintending the distribution of 
food, clothing and medical stores. 


STATE ALONE TO HELP.

UNEMPLOYMENT. 


The problem was generally summed up by 
the term unemployment. The unemployment 
in the country was difficult to ascertain 
accurately. They had an unemployment 
register. “It was criticised, and it was said 
that it did not reflect the actual state of 
unemployment. There was a system by which 
apy person out of work who was able and 
willing to work if he got it could 
fll a form and send it post free 
to the Department. He maintained 
that this system gave them fairly accurately 
the number of persons out of work who were 
willing to take it if they got it. He did not 
know of any better system, short of a house- 
to-house inspection monthly or quarterly, and 
that would be altogether too expensive. The 
system that they had gave a tot ranging from 
eigh:een to twenty thousand people as being 
out of work, willing to work, genuinely seeking 
work and depending on work fur a livelihood. 
An examination of the figures for the last five 
years showed that about eighty per cent. of 
the unemployed were not continuously un- 
employed, but were in and out of employment. 


TARIFFS 


Putting aside the Shannon scheme, the sugar 
beet, road-making and drainage schemes, and 
turning to the ordinary industries of the 
country, they found that 15,000 people had 
been given full-time new employment in the 
tarified industries. Some five thousand others 
had been given employment in subsidiaries of 
these industries, and of these three thousand 
were in full-time employment, making a total 
of 18,000 extra people in work as a result of 
the tariff. Thus by the imposition of tariffs 
they had halved the number of unemployed. 
That had not been done without any cost to 
the people. In the beginning when a tariff 
is imposéd a certain extra cost must fall on 
the consumer, but after five years he could 
sav that. except in four groups of tariffed 
articles, the Irishman who wanted Irish manu- 
factured goods could get as good value in 
Irish stuff as the man who still purchased 1m- 
ported goods. Unfortunately, these four 
groups were important groups—boots and 
shoes, wearing apparel, hosiery and furniture. 
In those four groups the consumer 
must pay extra if he wants to purchase 
Irish manufacture and those who buy 
the imported articles are paying the full cost 
of the tariff. 

Mr. McGilligan held that there were two

Perkin Warbeck is said to have besieged 
Waterford City for eleven days in the 
year 1497. Waterford was then regarded 
as a stronghold of loyalty to the British 
Throne. In one land engagement in the 
Kilbarry region the citizens routed the 


enemy and returned victoriously to the 
city, carrying a large number of prisoners, 
whose heads they stuck eventually on 
high stakes. They chased Warbeck’s feet 
as far as Cornwall. One of Warbeck’s 
ships is said to have been sunk by cannon 
fired from Reginald’s Tower. It was for 
Waterford’s services on this occasion that 
King Henry VII. styled the city “ Urbs 
Intacta.’’ 

There are some historians who declare 
that the Warbeck Siege never occurred, 
and they point out that the city’s Great 
Parchment Book makes no reference to it. 
However that may be, it is certain that 
this ‘‘cannon’’ was found in 1905 
(together with \ hat appeared ¢. be portion 
of the framework of a vessel) while 
dredging operations were being carried 
out in the River Suir, opposite the General 
Post Office, about three hundred feet 
from the shore, by the old stationary 
bucket dredger. It corresponds in almost

NEW MACHINE ON VIEW 
AT LORD’S.

Had the weather conditions been more favour- 
able when tho meciing of the Advisory Committee 
was held at Lords yesterday, there would have 
been a cemunstration of an appliance with which 
experiments are to be made with a view to drying 
the wicket with a strong current of air when it has 
been drenched by rain and is taking a long time 
to recover. 

The machine was on view at Lord’s, It consists 
of a large box-like arrangement, at one end of 
which is a poweriul fan actuated by electricity. 
This is run out to the pitch on a small truck, the 
fan being ,conneeted by cable with the electric 
current in The pavilion. ‘The air from the fan is 
directed on tothe turf, and, judging from the 
experiments which have already taken place, the 
Gampness is soon dried off. Further triais will be 
made with the machine, but it will not be brought 
into use until the matter has been further discussed.

MARCH BY THE MEDITERRANEAN.

(From a SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT.) 

N early March days of rain and cold the 

| human swallows in their southward 

dash remind themselves that somewhere 
beyond there are warmth and light, blue sea 
and skies, and orange groves gleaming 
golden, and a coast lapped by the glittering 
azure of the Mediterranean. 

As you leave London in the afternoon the 
weoden pavements are soft and slippery with 
inky mud of the consistency of whipped 
cream. ‘The sky is leaden. Clouds like vast 
moist blankets, grey and sodden, are sus- 
pended overhead, almost touching the house- 
tops; and the world seems a mixture of 
gloom and turmoil. The crowd sways around 
you, elbowing its way in all directions, while 
umbreilas make angry little stabs at one 
another as if they, too, were in a hurry t« 
get home and be comfortably rolled up and 
put away. 

Then you shiver from a sense of repulsion 
on the island at Piccadilly Circus as you 
wait to cross the street, but presently the 
odour of early flowers in baskets arrests your 


attention—it is the scent of the sun-laden 
South. Mimosa and violets! Then with the 
scent comes the vision of olive-clad mountains 
crange orchards and the blue Mediterranean, 
or where the desert sands stretch over water- 
less miles, or the eternal mountains lie hidden 
in everlasting snow. 


DEPARTURE. 

Hali-an-lour later the boat-train from 
Victoria hurls itself with fierce exultation 
towards Folkestone, and in a further hour 
ami a half Boulogne Harbour rises out of the 
uusty sea. in the compartment of the train 
are the retired Army ofiicer, the consumptive- 
looking parson, the gaunt old maid who knits 
in her sieep, the buxom widow who. knows 
the secret history of every monarchy in 
kurope, the bored and bearded gentleman 
who iries to elucidate a bunch of time-tables, 
and a man who speaks a language whose 
in. In búman freight 
there are usually violent contrasts, and here 
ar» two very young lady clerks bent on 
Loliday—fascinating and eager. 

As you turn your eyes towards the window 
the piacid country landscape appears to be 
moving like pictures before your eyes, with 
its poplar trees and white roads stretching 
like dveams. Nine hundred miles of switt 
travelling down the steel backbone of France 
indicates how very French it is. It changes 
considerably as you travel South, but it Le- 
comes more French all the time. Only on 
the platférms of the principal stations are 
many British tourists or hurry-me-round-the- 
world Americans, intermixed with gesticulat- 
ing French officials, speaking a harsh patois 
that you do not understand. 


THROUGH FRANCE. 

On the MRapide through train from 
Boulogne to Nice you waken in the morning 
to welcome the sun a few hundred miles 
south of Paris. On lifting the blind of the 
window vou are met by a dazzling landscape 
of peculiar brilliance and romance, and a 
vivid land of colour unfolds itself bef>re 
your spell-bound eyes Here is a town 
centuries old, there a dark forest climbing 
from the valley towards mountain peaks, and 
the morning air smells like crushed grapes. 
Presently the 
Rhone Valley is apparently gliding past with 
its subtle colouring—cypresses and vines and 
olives forming. an incredibly beautiful 
mosaic under a cloudless skv. 

Near ‘Toulon the Iwue Mediterranean 
swings into view, but after this the route 
returns inland until the sea is reached again 
at St. Raphael. The landscape colours be- 
come a riot; for here vou catch glimpses of 
the red rocks of the Esterels, encircled bv 
foaming rivulets. 

The end of the long journey approaches—a 
little over twenty-four hours from London— 
as the train runs slowly panting through the 
glittering picture of Cannes, followed by the 
little gems of Juan-les-Pins and Antibes, and 
at last it stoms at a big station. Nice! 

Later in the spring many of the human 
swallows, whose holiday time is not strictlv 
limited, motor from Paris by the popular 
route through Fontainebleau, T.vons, Arles 
and Tculon—but just now it is too early. 
THE COAST OF SUNSHINE, 

This coast of romance caters for everv 
human pleasure, and therein lies the secret of 
its allurement. Yet you come upon it all 
with the sense of an unexpected loveliness ; 
and transcending all artificial advantage is 
the steady, glowing sunshine. 

At hdme in Ireland during many balmy 
winter days, or when the summer sun shines 
on frequented beaches, it is pleasant, but 
there is something about it which makes you 
feel that it is merely transient. Here the 
feeling is one not of being a spectator at a 
nature’s matinée, but a part of a sunny 
saturnalia that never ceases. Sunshine is 
jife. The impression gains until you could 
stretch out a hand of fellowship to the lightly 
dressed figures which pass, enjoying it, and 
you cannot avoid friendly glances to 
strangers. From noon onward the Nice 
population is as diverting to look at as a 
sunlit: fountain. 

Along the front the vast white and gold 
hotels look bold and beautiful as they tower 
above a sleepy. azure sea. The palm trees 
are still and languid beside the shore. The 
little villas, in dazzling colours, hide in 
gardens perfumed with roses. Not a scrap of 
paper nor a speck of rubbish mars the white 
freedom of the plage. There is no nuisance 
from hawkers cn the promenade, no lounging 
at street corners, and no beggars. 

THE HUMAN ELEMENT. 

At the sea and sgun-bathing beaches, 
blistering for beauty is still fashionable, 
whether for blondes or brunettes—the latter 
tanning beautifully, with the additional 
decoration of geranium lips, raven hair and 
nome eyebrows. Some of these feminine 
eauty seekers are clad in striped vellow and 
black costumes, so that they look like zebras, 
and most of them wear hand-embroidered 
bathing caps of vivid colours. 

When, too, the women consider that they 
should be decently dressed, gowns of the most 
magnificent, and jewels of the most rare, can 
be sean in the shops, fitted from Paris, which 
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i! line the route of the Avenue de la Victoire, 


while ‘queenly mannequins display themselves 
in the evening on the Promenade des 
Anglais. 

‘ihe French here in the mass spend little 
in luxury or entertainment, while the v:_itors, 
mostly british, spend lavishly, although 
talking mostly of industrial dep:ession at 
home. ‘Lhe Frenchwoman does not neces- 
sarily have good looks nor any feminine 
fascination, Lut she 1s always absolutely self- 
centred—the materialistic woman par ez- 


cellence. Monsieur at the hotel talks little, 
but he works all the more. Madame in the 
café is much too busy at the cash desk— 
with visitors’ money—while mademoiselle at 
the tables selis her politeness to the : n 
from Birmingham who is willing to pay for 
smiles, while his wife, near at hand, 1s 
thinking of housekeeping on a small income. 
It is impossible to compare their national 
characteristics. 
MONTE CARLO. ' 
Early in your thoughts, aíter relaxing a 
while at Nice, is Monte Carlo, where hanging 
gardens, sun-bathed terraces, pavilions ol 
white and gold, theatres and restaurants have 
arisen—all as if by magic round the spinning 
of a little wheel. ‘The Casino is long since 
a well-established business concern, with 
gross receipts from the tables averaging 
nearly two millions per annum, and a quarter 
of a million visitors annually. Its best 
customers are people of small means, whe 
are not content with small successes, and if 
they lose much cannot afiord to return for 
recoupment. In the gaming hall, or Salle de 
Jeu, you find all ages and nationalities, 
silently intent upon improving their worldly 
assets. ‘here is no sound, except thé shrill 
voices of the croupiers as they record the 
results and rake in the money. Among the 
women you see extravagant gowns and 
superb toilettes, surmounted by anxious 
faces. Absolute decorum is preserved, broken 
only by a feminine sigh or a merry laugh 
when failure or success results. Occasionally 
the Casino loses heavily, but in t..e end it 1s 
hound to win, because the lucky player tests 
his luck only part of the time, while the 
Casino is playing all the time—a game of 
attrition. Monte Carlo without gambling 
would be like Egypt without the Nile. — 
Twenty miles inland from Cannes Is 
the quaint, elevated town of Grasse. Further 
inland, also, ‘and about forty miles. from 


Nice, is St. Martin-Vesubie, over three 
thousand feet above sea-level, where is a 
sanorama of the distant Alps. The situation

MENTONE TO ST. RAPHAEL. 

Keturhing to the coast there are, looking 
westward. Mentone, Monaco, Antibes, Juan- 
ler-Pins, Cannes and St. Raphael, all of which 
are within ten miles of one another and 
constitute what may be called the pear! 
recklace of the Riviera littoral. 

Mentone, built on a curve of the shore, 
rrovides a fine view of the Mediterranean, 
and has its new -and old quarters distinctly 
divided; Monaco on a promontory with its 
inagnificent rock gardens; Antibes, a 
fasourite bathing resort, somewhat English 
ia character. It shows a likeness to Torquay 
in its wooded heights, speckled with gay 
villas, which, however, is not maintained 
in detail; for the setting is even more 
picturesque, especially at the quaint little 
harbour, with its queer mixtures of gorgeous 
vechts and humble fishing beats; Juan-les- 
Pins surrounded bv a pine forest, from 
which it takes its mame, and now more 
fashionable than anv of its reighbours. Here 
the pines stretch down to the very waters 
edge of a tideless sea, 

Cannes. a verv large resort, is notable for 
a splendid promenade, a mile and a half long, 
as well as for its stately villas. On this 


| promenade take place the hattles of flowers 
and the victuresque processions of decorated 
ears and masque figures during carnival 
times. Finallv, westward there is St. Raphael, 
with its coral shore and magnificent red rocks 
glistening in the sun, and where _ history 
records that Napoleon, as a fallen Emperor, 
embarked for the island of Elba on April 
28th, 1814. 

It is a coast apart from all others—like 
nó other in its constancy and loveliness, ani 
distinctivelv itself. It hangs upon the walls 
of the Mediterranean like a flame of jewelled 
tanestrv, a sky of turquoise over it, warm 
with the glow of the sun. It is a coast made 
famous in literature by prose and verse, and 
romance claims it as its own. It is blest by 
those who are to its manner born. It is a 
coast of artists’ dreams, endless with flower- 
flamed dells and uplands, swinging gardens 
and majestic mountains. Tt changes with 
every mood of night and day—bright with 
sun and soft under low-hanging stars and 
shining moon.

mained on sale so long at their original prict, 
particularly when one remembers that the 
investor in Irish Free State National Loans 
has to pay a sum for his purchase that re- 
duces his rate of interest to a figure that is 
ractically the same as is returned by British 
Var Loan.

In 
fact, the primary idea in connection with the 
issue of Savings Certificates was to give the 
smal] investor an equal opportunity with the 
“big money ” man to help win the war by 
the purchase of silver bullets. They proved 
such an inducement to the encouragement of 
thrift thal their issue was continued long 
after the circumstances of their original issue 
had passed. The idea has been adopted by 
many other countries, and it has produced a 
saving habit, and a desire to become a 
partner in the State, that is recognised as 
of great national value. 
SEVEN MILLIONS INVESTED. 

As a sum of nearly seven millions sterling 
has been invested in the Saving Certificates of 
the Irish Free State, it will be readily under- 
stood that there is a keen desire on the part 
ot holders of the old certificates and the 
possible purchasers of the new issue, and 
learn the terms on which the second issue will 
be offered for sale. The decision of the 
Ministry of Finance to withdraw suddenly the 
sale of the certificates before the terms of the 
new issue were announced must be regarded 
as unfortunate. It has brought to a stand. 
still the work of the numerous Savings Asso- 
ciations, as well as causing confusion in the 
minds of the members of those associations 
as to how they stand with regard to certi- 
ficates for which they have partly paid. The 
latter point will doubtless be settled to their 
satisfaction; the interruption of the work of 
the associations is a matter of more import- 


ance. 
THE NEXT ISSUE. . 

A study of the®present value of money 
should ‘enable one to form ‘an intelligent 
anticipation of the price and terms of the 
new Irish issue. - It may be taken for granted 
that a departure is not likely to be made from 
the present multiple of value (£1 at the end 
of five years). It may also be assumed that 
the Ulster pftinciple of addnig the interest 
at a practically uniform rate throughout the 
life of the certificate will not be followed, as

CLAIM. 


DAMAGES FOR LIBEL. 

George Hocknell, a member of the Barrow 
(Lancs.) Rugby League Club, was at Man- 
chester Assizes yesterday awarded £150 
damages and costs against the Barrow News 
and Mail, Ltd., for libel. 

Mr. J. ©. Jackson, K.C., for Hocknell, 
eaid that Hocknell, who was a scrum-half, 
signed on for the Barrow Club in 1924-25. 
month or two before the alleged libel he had 
been promised his benefit. These usually 
realised about £500. 

The alleged libel appeared in the sports’ 
column of the North Western Daily Mail in 
January last year. It was a letter signed 
“Another Member,” and alleged that the 
root of the evil in the Barrow team was 
at scrum-half, and until the ball was got 
ot quicker their centres and wingmen 
would not have the chances to score tries. 

The writer then gave a list of fourteen 
stand-off half-backs, who had partnered 
Hóocknell, and said that surely they were not 
all “duds.”. The suggestions were that 
Hocknell was letting the side down, and was 
the “dud” in the team. Since the letter 
was published Hocknell’s average of games 
played had fallen from eighty-four per cent. 
to below seventy-five per cent., and he had 
never had the ghost of a chance of getting 
Lis benefit. 

Hocknell stated in the witness-box that as 
a result of being dropped he had lost about 
£40 in wages this season. As a result of 
the letter he had lost confidence, and was not 
receiving the support of the spectators that 
he formerly enjoyed. 

For the defence it was submitted that the 
letter did not sug that Hocknel] was 
incompetent or a “‘ dud ” wherever he played, 
ani there was no certainty that he would 
Fave continued playing for another four years 
to get a benefit.

He 
has for some years been a member of the 
Standing Committee of the Chamber of 
Princes, and now holds the position of 
Pro-Chancellor of the Chamber. 

The Maharanee, whom he married in 
1920, is a daughter of the Maharajah of 
Dharampur. Che is his third wife, the 
first dying in 1913, and the second in 
1920. The Maharanee is raputed to 
possess some of the most wonderful and 
valuable jewellery in the world.
